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Losses on Both Sides Serious

BOTH SIDES RAPIDLY 


BEING STRENGTHENED 


Aeroplanes Had Part in Fight 
Along Vosges Mountains 
Saturday Night 


INUNDATION OF VALLEY 
DID NOT STOP FRENCH 


Paris, Aug. 10.—A statement Issued 
by the war department says numerous 
skirmishes are taking place along the 
entire front of the French army. One 
-clash with the Germans was violent 
and the losses on both sides were ser¬ 
ious 

The official communication adds 
that the German troops are receiving 
reinforcements and that the French 
also are being strengthened. A battle 
began Saturday evening on the ridges 
of the Vosges Mountains. Aeroplanes 
took part. The French troops, after a 
desperate encounter obtained posses¬ 
sion of the mountain passes of Bon- 
liomme and Salnte Marie. Then on 
Sunday morning when the fighting was 
resumed they took a position dominat-/ 
fng Salnte Marie Aux Mines. The 
French losses In the taking of Salnte 
Marie are not specifically given in the 
official report, which confines Itself to 
declaring they were serious. The 
wounded French and German soldiers 
were taken to the French fortress of 
EpinaJ for treatment. 

A French aeroplane, which ascended 
during the engagement, was repeated¬ 
ly fired at, the officer acting as ob¬ 
server of the Germans’ movements, 
receiving a bullet in the hip. The 
pilot of the machine, however, brought 
him safely to the ground and he was 
able to return to Belfort. 

The German troops Inundated the 
valley of The Seille, h' ping by this 
means to stop the advance of the 
French, but the quantity of water was 
not sufficient and the French troops 
were able to continue their march. 

The French were in force to-day on 
the outskirts of the forest of Hardt, in 
front of Neu Breisach, which appears 
to be occupied in force. 


ADMIRALTY WARNS 
FISHERMEN NORTH 
SEA AGAIN CLOSED 


London, Aug. 10.—3.45 p. m.-— 
The North Sea was again closed to 
the fishing fleets to-day. The 
harbor-master at Scarborough re¬ 
ceived a message from the ad¬ 
miralty instructing him to tell the 
masters of Fishing vessels not to go 
out until further notice. 


Brussels, Aug. 10.—Reports reached 
here to-day from many directions of 
the retreat of the German cavalry be¬ 
fore large French forces which are 
said already to have cleared consider¬ 
able territory. The locality of the 
fighting is not revealed. 

The Germans are proceeding Into 
France chiefly through Esch, a town 
of the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg, ten 
miles s >utheast of Luxemburg, where 
thVy have cut down trees and dug 
trenches. They have razed the vil¬ 
lage of Merle, and erected wooden 
platforms 400 yards long, for the un¬ 
loading of horses and guns. 


Rome, Aug. 10.—Eight Austrian regi¬ 
ments are reported to have crossed 
Lake Constance en route for Alsace. 


Paris. Aug. 10.—It is officially stated 
that patrols of the French army in 
Belgium have covered the entire re¬ 
gion of Elfel, a hilly place in Rheinlsh 
Prussia, on the left of the Rhine. They 
found traces of the Germans along the 
Ourthe river and east of Neufchateau. 
At Liege the Germans appear to be 
recovering and reprovisioning. A 
large number of German squadrons 
that had yielded ground to the French 
are now In the vicinity of Tongress. 
A number of German prisoners have 
been sent to Namur and Charlevllle. 


RESERVISTS IN CANADA 
ARE REQUIRED AT HOME 


Order Received at Ottawa is Trans¬ 
mitted t> Five Thou¬ 
sand Men. 


Ottawa, Ont.,’Aug. 10.—The Imperial 
authorities have advised the govern¬ 
ment that all British reservists in Can¬ 
ada are required at home to Join the 
British army. There are between four 
and five thousand reservists In Canada, 
mostly In the west, more particularly ip 
British Columbia. The militia depart¬ 
ment this morning mailed letters to all 
reservtots In Canada informing them 
that they must at once respond to 
* Brit Ian’s call. It Is expected that with¬ 
in a week all British army reservists 
will be on their way to Great Britain. 


TOYS AT CHRISTMAS 
SHORT BECAUSE WAR 
STOPS MANUFACTURE 


New- York, Aug. 10.—Importers of 
toys are hard hit by the European 
war, and the present indications 
are there will be a dearth of the 
latest productions from Germany, 
Austria and Russia fur the coming 
Christmas season. The first ship¬ 
ments had just been made on the 
other side when the war broke out, 
and with the arrival here last week 
of the steamship President Lin¬ 
coln, the last entries were received. 
Dealers In toys say that if. the war 
keeps up Canadians and AmerU 
cans will have to begin to make all 
of their toys. 


STRANGERS TELL OF 
AGITATION AGAINST 
EMPEROR OF GERMANY 


Paris, Aug 10.—A special to the 
Figaro from Brussels says that two 
strangers who arrived from Berlin, 
which city they had left with some dif¬ 
ficulty. declared they had witnessed an 
agitation against the emperor in the 
German capital. They said that in the 
Avenue of Tilleuls they beard cries of 
’Down with the emperor" and "Down 
with the crown prince.” 

The Belgian government has printed 
and distributed among its soldiery des¬ 
cription of the designs of all uniforms 
worn by French and British troops. 


KARLSRUHE ESCAPED 

PURSUING CRUISERS 


San Juan, Porto Rico. Aug. 10.—The 
German cruiser Karlsruhe took on 
board 900 tons of coal here yesterday 
and sailed for an unknown destination. 
Her captain reported that he waa in 
an engagement last Friday night off 
the Bahamas, when the Karlsruhe was 
pursued by four British and French 
cruisers. When he first sighted the 
lights the captain thought It was a 
schooner until a shot was' fired. He 
said he believed one of the cruisers 
was disabled as the pursuit was aban¬ 
doned and the other war vessels ap¬ 
peared to be assisting her. 


SWITZERLAND DECLARES 
STATE OF MARTIAL LAW 


Washington, Aug. 10.—Charge Hueb- 
scher, of the Swiss legation, informed 
the state department that martial law 
had been declared in Switzerland. 

Both French and German troops are 
menacing the integrity of Switzerland 
with their operations in the vicinity of 
Basel, which lies close to Muelhausen, 
reported captured by the French. The 
charge stated that the activities so 
near the Swiss border have made it 
necessary to prepare to resist invas¬ 
ion. 


NURENBERG PROBABLY 

STEAMING TO CHINA 


San Francisco, Aug. 10.—The Ger¬ 
man cruiser Nuernberg was sighted by 
the Persia July 29, near Midway 
islands, bound west. That was before 
the declaration of war by Germany. 
Previously she had cleared from Hono¬ 
lulu for Somoa. Since then there have 
been repeated rumors that the Nuern¬ 
berg was in Pacific coast waters. Her 
position when sighted by the Persia 
would Indicate that she probably kept 
on westward to Join the German forces 
in China waters, where Germany has a 
base.

Ottawa. Aug. 10.—It was learned 
here to-day that the military authori¬ 
ties are rushing big guns to Quebec 
with ail possible speed.

Germans Trapped in 
Belgian City Until 
King's Troops Come 


RUSSIAN FRONTIER SOON 
TURNED TO BATTLEFIELD 


Germany’s Small Detachments Forming 
Into Brigades Preparatory to Taking 
Field in Attempt to Cross to Russia 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 10.—The regular troops of the German army, who 
hitherto have been ecattered Tn email detachmanta along tha frontier, are now 
collecting near the Rusaian border in brigades, composed of two or threa regi¬ 
ments each, all in raadinaaa to taka tha fiald. 

The positions in tha border villages have been occupied by units of oavalry 
and infantry of the German army reserve. 


Aeroplanes Scouting Every Day. 

No serious encounters have occurred yet on the frontier but frequent skir¬ 
mishes between the outposts are reported. The German military aeroplanes 
fly daily in the direction of Kovno, capital of the Russian province of tha same 

name, which haa an o utlat o n jh a Bal t ic. - 

The Emperor of Russia has telegraphed King Albert expressing sincere ad¬ 
miration for the bravery of the Belgium army and the best wishes for Belgium 
in its contest for independence. 


TRUC0S IN ALSACE ITAKE AEROPLANE FACTORY 


Paris, Aug. 10.—Detachments of the 
famous Trucoa or native troops from 
the French colony of Algeria penetrat¬ 
ed upper Alsace to-day. 


Paris, Aug. 10.—In the capture of 
Muelhausen, the French seized a great 
aeroplane factory operated by a noted 
German manufacturer.

London, Aug. 10.—The Belgian legation here declared at 10 o’clock this morning, 
in connection with the siege of Liege: "Up to the present everything is all right at 
Liege. The forts are still holding out." 

Messages received here to-day in official quarters from the Belgian general staff 
assert that the occupation of the town of Liege by the German troops has not had the 
slightest influence on the strategic situation. It is declared that so long as the ring of 
forts around Liege remains intact, as it still is, the guns command three of the princi¬ 
pal roads by which the German army can advance. This, it is pointed out, makes it 
impossible for the Germans, under the present circumstances, to receive supplies or 
ammunition. 

Means of Escape Cut by Belgians. 

Every line of railroad between Liege and the German frontier is alleged to have 
been destroyed and the Belgian troops are said to have blown up every bridge, culvert 
and tunnel. The Belgian general staff declares that it has received reports that the 
Germans, expecting to take Liege in a few hours, brought with them only sufficient 
food for a few days and little ammunition, their plan being to rush Liege and make it 
their base of operations. 

The same authority states that the German assertion of the capture of four thou¬ 
sand Belgian prisoners is baseless, and adds that not a single Belgian soldier remains 
in the town of Liege, as they are all quartered in the forts. 

Forts Guard All Outlets From City. 

As far as can be learned by the Belgian general staff, some 120,000 German troops 
were engaged at Liege. They are said to have been so weakened as to be unable 
effectively to attack the forts. On the other hand it is argued that it is not possible for 
the forts to concentrate their fire on the town of Liege. The next development jn the 
situation is expected to be the arrival of the Belgian main army, reported to be ad¬ 
vancing rapidly from Louvain, in the northwest to attack the Germans occupying the 
town of Liege. 

No big engagement between the allied armies and the German troops is expected 
on Belgian soil until the French and Belgian combined forces take the offensive. 

French Helped Cut Off Invaders. 

London, Aug. 10.—A telegram from Charleorl, Belgium, to the 
Daily Mail dispatched on Sunday night, said a force of French troops 
arrived in time to participate In a fine success of General Leman's 
Belgian division over the German troops Investing Liege. 

The correspondent adds: "The French succeeded in reaching 
the.town of Liege, and working behind the Germans, cut off their 
retreat. 

“The Germans are said to have lost 8,000 killed and wounded, 
while 1,700 of them were captured.” 

Little Change In Belgium To day. 

Brussels, Aug. 10.—The Belgian general staff to-day says the 
situation in regard to the Germans has modified but little since Sat- 
iMgjgiy. However, the German forces are said to be going backwards 
before the advance of the French troops, a considerable effective 
force' of which has got Into contact with the German advance guard. 

It is reported that the entire territory to the south of the Meuse has 
been cleared of German soldiers. The Frenoh and Belgian armies 
will take the offensive simultaneously in conformity with a concerted 
plan of campaign. 

/Outrage Reported From W&rsage. 

After the German troops reached Warsage in the province of 
Liege, according to people who saw" their arrival, they assembled all 
the inhabitants and chose fourteen from among them. Of these eight 
are said to have been shot and two hanged. The mayor himself was 
arrested but afterward liberated by German officers who had been 
his guests the day before. 

Other instances of alleged outrages by German soldiers are re¬ 
lated in the Belgian governmental press. 




TAKING PROJECTILES TO 
BRESLAU AND G0EBEN 


London, Aug. 10.—A dispatch from 
Rome to the Dally Chronicle says the 
Austrian steamer Bayern, laden with 
dynamite and live projectiles, Is re¬ 
ported to be trying to penetrate the 
Adriatic Sea, It is suspected that her 
mission is to replenish the munitions 
of the German cruisers Goeben and 
Bresiau.

New York, Aug. 9—General Nelson 
A, Miles foresees that the air forces 
will have a large part in deciding the 
great European conflict. 

“If the war Is prolonged for a great 
period of time” he says, “it will be 
due not to the land forces or to the 
dreadnoughts, but to the forces of the 
air and the wireless.’' 

General Miles, who Is at the summer 
home of Nathan Straus at Mamaro- 
netk. said Friday: “The use. of wire¬ 
less telegraphy Is a new element In 
warfare. The wireless will undoubted¬ 
ly be used most effectively by all the 
.Treat nations involved In the present 
struggle for supremacy among the 
powers. What it will do in the way 
of changing warfare cannot be antici¬ 
pated. 

“The gfnius of man has solved the 
problem of navigation of the air The 
airship is now in use by all the coun¬ 
tries engagedrtn-ijic present conflict. 

“The science of navigation has un¬ 
doubtedly developed the most daring 
body of men ever engaged in any en¬ 
terprise. Assuming, then, that the 
courage and skill of aviators of the 
contending nations may be equal, the 
results will be determined the same as 
was the case in the days of the 
breech-loading rifle, the machine guns, 
the high-power guns, the steel armor¬ 
ed ships an<l the dreadnoughts. 

“Great battles in the air will soon 
oe recorded." 


London. Aug. 9.—The report that 
the Jermah kaiser has left for Alsace 
is regarded here as significant of an 
important new development in the 
situation. It Is clear that the French 
have taken the offensive on a large 
scale, especially in Aisace, where they 
are reported to have occupied the 
important town of Muelhausen. 
which’ next to Btrassburg, some 
sixty miles away. Is the most im¬ 
portant city iq that province. Prelim¬ 
inary to the occupation of Muelhauscn 
the French defeated the Germans at 
the battle of Altklrch, an Important 
engagement. In which heavy losses 
were sustained on both aides. If the 
reports that the kaiser has left for 
Alsace and that the Austrians are 
sending forty thousand troops to Basel, 
on the Switzerland frontier, are cor¬ 
rect. they indicate that considerable 
anxiety is felt in Berlin regarding the 
situation in that region. Should the 
French advance continue It will, not 
be long be.fore they reach Strassburg. 
which Is strongly fortified and will 
make a determined resistance. French 
successes in Alsace and Luxemburg 
Would materially affect the German 
campaign in Belgium.

ASKS AMERICANS TO 

SUSPEND JUDGMENT 


Berlin, Aug. 10.—The Nauticus. a re¬ 
port which appears annually, contain¬ 
ing contributions from the foremost 
experts on German naval affairs and 
armaments, in recently published for 
the current year. It has, ns usual, at¬ 
tracted much interest in the press, 
owing to the accuracy of its informa¬ 
tion and statistics. 

With regard to the expenditure on 
armaments, Germany with the recent 
increase In her army, holds the first 
place among military' powers, and the 
army and navy estimates for 1914 
amount to 2.245,633.000 marks. Includ¬ 
ing 409.646,000 marks obtained by the 
war levy. The other powers range as 
follows: 

Russia 1.834.991.000 marks. Britain 
1,640,874.000 marks. France 1.289.138,000 
marks. United States 1.010.712.000, 
marks, Austria-Hungary 726,637.000 i 
marks.

TITLED MIN TRAVELS 
DISTURBED GERMANY 


Sir Thomas Roddick Tells of 
Escape to France Before 
War Came 


London Aug. 10.—Sir Thomas and , 
Lady Roddick, who hope to sail on the 
Royal George Monday, had some ex¬ 
citing experiences before their escape j 
to France from Germany. Having! 
gone through Contrexiville, Sir Roddick j 
came through Nancy, Metz, Grnvelotte 
on Sunday week. Though the British 
public little suspected It, there were 
evidences of German mobilization even 
then far advanced, while Germany was 
still posing as champion peace in Eu¬ 
rope. Every town was full of mobil¬ 
ized soldiers. Sir Roddick’s move¬ 
ments were most carefully watched, 
sometimes German soldiers pointed 
guns at them threateningly. They left 
Paris Wednesday. August 6. The only 
means of reaching Havre was by a 
broken down automobile, all effective 
automobiles having been secured for 
the army. It took two days to cover 
74 miles. Military everywhere stopped 
them to endure against spies. They 
were compelled to leave all baggage 
behind, bringing only hand-grips. They 
reached London quite well, though 
somewhat exhausted. Friday and Sat¬ 
urday morning, Paris, In the words of 
Lady Roddick, was a city of weeping 
[ women. Qu^us half a mile long out-, 
i side the railway station took a whole 
I day to get tickets for trains. Shops 
were mostly closed except the restaur¬ 
ants, which later shut,down. There 
was some rioting among Paris gamins, 
but tlie French people generally be- 
| haved remarkably well tinder the 
heavy strain. They were confident and 
well behaved, showing no fear on an 
unfailing patriotism.

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GERMANY’S ISOLATION. 

The Paris Figaro reports that de- 
montrations against the Kaiser and 
the Crown Prince have occurred on the 
^Ptrec.s of Berlin. 'While at this time 
torn much reliability need not he placed 
on what the highly sensational French 
press soys is taking place In the Ger¬ 
man capital, there undoubtedly will be 
strong resentment against the policy 
of the Kaiserbuml if Germany receives 
n serious setback. Faced with defeat, 
the anger of the people would react 
upon those responsible for the cata¬ 
clysm which w’as destroying the splen¬ 
did industrial fabric they had erected 
after so many years of patient, intelli¬ 
gent, striving. 

Even now Germany is feeling the 
pinch. Her commerce is being swept I 
from the seas. Her annual Importa¬ 
tions amount to $2,670,000,000, <jf which 
the large proportion of $1,675,000,000 
comprises agricultural products and 
foodstuffs. None of this can enter the 
country from the sea while her foreign 
commerce, aggregating more than five 
billion dollars a year, is being totally 
wiped out. This means the closing of 
factories and the strangling of indus¬ 
trial activity generally, which, with the 
reduction of food supplies, will cause 
the utmost misery among the people. 

The pressure of these conditions soon 
nihst force the German fleet to battle. 
As long as it remains sheltered near 
the mouth of the Weser it might as 
well be at the bottom of the sea as far 
as Germany’s military operations 
are concerned. It must endeavor to 
break through the massive lines await¬ 
ing tt outside or another ally will Join 
the Triple Entente, an ally more ter¬ 
rible than all the martial forces of 
Europe put together—famine. 

• THE SITUATION. 

Two reports have been received of a 
skirmish between British and German 
cruiser scpiSUrons in the North Sea In 
which submarines played a part. One 
stated that a German submarine had 
been sunk; another that It was a Bri¬ 
tish submarine which had suffered. 
Both agreed, however, that none of the 
larger ships had been injured. So far 
there have been no authentic reports of 
fleet engagements In that area. 

Official reports from France give no 
definite details of the strength of the 
French In Alsace near the Swiss fron¬ 
tier. where General Joffre Is believed to 
>e in command. Austrian troops have 
been hurried there to the aid 
of the Germans and an Important 
hnttle is believed to be imminent. In¬ 
dications arc that another forward 
movement ef the main French force is 
!r preparation near Metz, as official re¬ 
ports from Paris say the German troops 
have Inundated the Seille valley be¬ 
tween Metz and Nancy to hinder the 
French advance, hut the quantity of 
water is understood to be insufficient to 
prevent the French operations. 

Aside from the flunking movement 
through Belgium by which the French 
assume the German army will try to 
get to the rear of the great French 
fortresses on the frontier, indications 
wore to-day that the strong German 
advance Is to be made on France by 
way of Luxemburg. 

The London Dally Telegraph’s Brus¬ 
sels correspondent says that Germany 
Is mobilizing a million men of the 
Lanstrum or final reserve. Numerous 
skirmishes arc recorded along the 
Franco-German front, none, however, 
beln«c very serious.

FLAG TRANSFER IN 

WAR TIME DUBIOUS 

Changes, of Ownership During 
War Throws Onus of Proof 
of Good Faith on Ship 


In the* latter part of 1908 and early 
In 1900 there was held In London a 
conference between representatives of 
the., leading maritime powers of the 
world for the purpose of revising the 
rules of naval warfare and settling 
definitely the status of International 
law on many points which had long 
been In dispute. The conferees finished 
their work and signed the code adopted 
on February 26. 1909. The signatories 
to this convention were the United 
States. Great Britain. Germany. France, 
Austria-Hungary, . the Netherlands, 
Spain, Italy, Russia and Japan. Al¬ 
though there has been no formal rati- , 
heat Ion of the rules by some of the 
signatories, it Is probably true that any 
International tribunal, and probably 
any prize court, would hold that the 
rules correctly express the Interna¬ 
tional law of to-day. In relation to 
naval warfare. 

The portions of that convention 
which are of the largest Immediate 
interest to the people of this country 
In the present condition of affairs are 
those which relate to the rights and the 
duties of neutrals; how far their trade 
can bo limited and to what inconveni¬ 
ences they may he put. 

The Subjects Covered. 

The subjects covered by the conven¬ 
tion are: Blockade In time of war, 
contraband of war. unneutral service, 
(lestruction of neutral prizes, transfers 
to neutral flag, enemy character, con¬ 
voy. resistance to search jltu\ compen¬ 
sation 

This convention seeks to define ex¬ 
actly what goods may be considered 
absolutely contraband of war. condi¬ 
tional contraband of war and articles 
not contraband. Absolute contraband of 
war Is defined to be: Arms of all kinds, 
including arms for sporting purposes 
and their distinctive component parts; 
projectiles, charges and cartridges of 
all kinds and their distinctive compo¬ 
nent parts; powder and explosives es¬ 
pecially prepared for use In. war; gun 
mountings, limber boxes. Umbers, mili¬ 
tary wagons, file forges and their dis¬ 
tinctive component parts; clothing and 
equipment »f a distinctive military 
character; all kinds of harness of a 
distinctive military chqxacter; saddle, 
pack and draught anlmare suitable for 
use in war; articles i»f camp equipment 
and their distinctive component parts; 
armor plates, warships. Including boats 
and their distinctive component parts 
of such nature that they can only be 
"i.ved on a vessel of war; Implements 
and apparatus designed exclusively for 
the manufacture of munitions of war. 
for the manufacture nr repair of arms, 
or war material for use on land or sea. 

II is also provided that articles ex¬ 
clusively for war may be added to the 
list of absolute contraband by a de¬ 
claration which must be directed to the 
representatives of other powers. 

Conditional Contraband. 

The conditional orntraband list cov¬ 
ers foodstuffs, forage and grain, suit¬ 
able for feeding animals; clothing, fab¬ 
rics for clothing and boots and shoe?, 
suitable for use in war; gold and silver 
In coin or bullion and paper money;

are subject to capture If shown to be 
destined for the use of the armed 
forces or of a government department 
of the enemy state unless In this lat¬ 
ter goods cannot in fact be used for 
the purposes of the war In progress. 

Absolute contraband Is subject to 
capture If It Is shown to be destined 
for territory ladonging to or occupied 
by tl\e enmy. It Is Immaterial whe¬ 
ther the carriage of the goods Is direct 
or entails trans-shipment or a subse¬ 
quent transfer of land. 

Conditional contraband Is not liable 
to capture save when It is found on 
board of a vessel bound for territory 
belonging to or occupied by the enemy 
or for the armed force of the enemy 
and when it Is not to be discharged 
In any intervening neutral port. 

Through Whole of Voyage. 

A vessel carrying goods liable to 
capture os absolute or conditional con¬ 
traband may be captured on the high 
seas or In the territorial waters of the 
belligerents throughout the whole of 
her voyage, even if she Is to touch at 
a port of call before '•reaching the 
hostile destination. A vessel carrying 
contraband may be condemned If the 
contraband, reckoned by value, weight, 
volume .or freight, forms more than 
half rhe cargo. 

Under the heads of '‘unneutral ser¬ 
vice" It Is provided that the neutral 
vessel is liable to condemnation If she 
is on a voyage specially undertaken 
with a view to the transportation of 
individual passengers who are em¬ 
bodied In the armed forces of the 
enemy, or with a view to the trans¬ 
mission' of military Intelligence; or If. 
to the knowledge of either the owner. 
th» charterer or the master, she Is 
transporting a military detachment of 
the enemy or one or more persons 
who. In the course of the voyage, di¬ 
rectly assists the operations of the 
enemy. 

Risky to Carry Reservists. 

The provisions make It rather risky 
to transport any reservists home, save 
In the ships of their own country. 

Then* Is a general provision that a 
neutral vessel which has been cap¬ 
tured may not be destroyed by the cap¬ 
tor, which Is modified by a rule that 
she may l>e destroyed If to attempt to 
carry her Into port for condemnation 
before a prize court would Involve dan¬ 
ger to the capturing ship or to‘the suc¬ 
cess of the operations In which she Is 
engaged at the time. If the capture of 
a neutral vessel Is subsequently held to 
be Invalid, though the act of destruc¬ 
tion Is held to l>e Justifiable, the captor 
must pay compensation to the parties 
Interested In place of the restitution to 
which they would have l>een entitled. 

Must Be In Good Faith. 

Transferring an enemy's vessel to a 
neutral flag immediately prior to the 
outbreak of a war Is under suspicion. 
She iji subject to capture if it Is proved 
j that the transfer was made to avoid 
the consequence of war. When the 
| transfer is made after hostilities 
actually break out. the burden is on 
the owner to show that the transfer 
was mude In absolute good faith. If 
l the transfer Is made on a voyage or in 
a blockaded port, or If a right to re¬ 
purchase Is reserved to the vendor, or 
If the requirements of the municipal 
law governing the right to fly the flag 
under which the' vessel Is sailing have 
not been fulfilled, the transfer Is held 
void and the vessel likely to capture. 

The neutral or enemy character of a 
vessel Is determined by the flag which 
she Is entitled to fly. The neutYal or 
enemy character of goods found on 
board an enemy vessel is determined 
by the neutral or enemy character of 
the owner. In the absence of proof of 
the neutral character of goods found 
on board an enemy vessel they are pre¬ 
sumed to be enemy goods. 

Neutrals Exempt From Search. 

Neutral vessels under national con¬ 
voy are exempt from search. The com¬ 
mander of the convoy gives In writing, 
at the request of the commander of the 
belligerent warship all Information as 
to the character of the vessels and! 
their cargoes which could be obtained i 
by search. 

Forcible resistance to the legitimate J 
exercise of the^ right of stoppage, ] 
search and capture Involves In all cases j 
the condemnation of the ship. 

The rules governing blockades cover 
many pages. The principal rules are : 
that It shall not extend beyond the 
coptU^ and ports belonging to the 
entmy: and In order to be binding It 
must be effective—maintained by a 
force sufficient to prevent access to 
the enemy's coast line. 

These are the rules, In substance. 
While more liberal In some respects 
than the forme*- claims of European 
po'wors, they are sufficiently drastic 
and limitative upon neutral rights to 
afford numerous opportunities for fric¬ 
tion between this country, as a neutral 
trading with all of the belligerents, 
and the belligerent powers themselves.

To the Editor,—The present crisis 
has demonstrated the fact that while 
we must keep a trained and well 
equipped militia force In existence, we 
must also be In a position to produce a 
trained ambulance section at short 
notice to look after those who are in- 
Jurei. In the defence of their couni'y. 
We have. I understand, a full army bri¬ 
gade In British Columbia, consisting of 
Infantry, cavalry and artillery, but as 
yet we have no field ambulance corps. 
We have of course stretcher bearer 
companies with the |*resent regiments, 
hut I think It would be much better if 
We bad a well equipped ambulance 
corps, made up of one or more com¬ 
panies In each city of any Importance 
In British Columbia. Fur the purpose of 
training these companies could be at¬ 
tached to existing Infantry regiments 
and could come together once a year 
In camp as a full field ambulance corps. 

I am sure we have plenty of patriotic 
doctors who could be found to officer 
the corps. 

We have a number of trained ambu¬ 
lance men In this city, and In view of 
the first aid classes which begin on 
Tuesday a nucleus for this corps could 
be found to form one or more compan¬ 
ies In the city of Victoria. 

In the present emergency a field 
ambulance corps would have come In 
very useful Indeed, and such a corps 
would be a credit to themselves and 
to the training of the St. John's Ambu¬ 
lance association. 

Hoping this matter will be taken up 
by the proper authorities.

TESTING THE OCEAN FLYER. 

Equipped with a third engine, and 
generally overhauled and. It Is believ¬ 
ed Improved, the transatlantic flyer 
America is now being subjected to a 
series of trials calculated to test her 
capacity and general qualities to the 
utmost. Since It is inevitable that an 
over-ocean voyage shall be attempted, 
and since It Is the general hope that 
such a voyage shall soon be success¬ 
fully made, the thoroughness with 
which these trials and testa are being 
carried on cannot fall to be satisfying 
to a watching world. Thus far the 
boat has developed a lifting ability 
beyond anything that an aeroplane 
was thought capable of a short time 
ago. Her total load In the trial of last 
Thursday night was 2,600 pounds, 
about 300 pounds In excess of what 


was then supposed to be the actual 
lequlremcnt. In the trip of twenty- 
two miles on Friday night It was found 
that the vessel consumed gasoline at a 
rate considerably greater than had 
been contemplated. She was propelled 
by two of the three engines on this 
trip and' carrying a much lighter load 
than on the previous night, but she 
used one gallon of gasoline to every 
four miles, showing that 300 gallons, 
considered sufficient to carry her 
across the Atlantic, would allow too 
small a margin of safety when she 
started on her 1,200-mile voyage. The 
Importance of this and of other points 
developed by the trials lies In the fact 
that they have been developed In time 
to remedy miscalculations or faults. 
Glenn H. Curtiss, tho builder, and 
Lieutenant Porte, the commander of 
the flyer, are taking the wise course 


of leaving nothing, so far as they are 
capable of seeing, to chance. It is well 
ti at they nto not moved, or likely to 
be, by any exhibitions or expressions 
of popular Impatience. There Is ample 
time In which to make the voyage. It 
is not absolutely requisite that It sh'tll 
be made In August; If postponement 
for a whole year Is necessary to the 
success of the enterprise, then the 
waiting world can wait that length of 
time, or even much longer, without 
suffering any real loss. The America, 
it Is to be devoutly hoped, will not fly 
for the fleeting hour or the passing 
day, but as Columbus sailed, for all 
the time that Is to be.—Christian 
Science Monitor.

Foe* for thought is found in the dc-, 
Auctions drawn by Germans In Vic¬ 
toria front the reports of the progress.of 
the w ar which they have read In'Can¬ 
adian and American'Vipers.

In the first place they say that the 
news they are getting is all from their 
i nemies’ camps and consequently like¬ 
ly to be colored favorably to them.

*'ln my opinion the great European 
war cannot last many months." 

This view was expressed this morn¬ 
ing by A. F. Anstle, a London business 
man, who Is in Victoria for a few days 
on a tour of Canada, lie adduced his 
reasons for his opinion aa follows: 

"For many years past now’, with her 
rapidly growing population, Germany 
has been unable to produce enough 
(cereals to supply her people with 
bread. In fact the root of the present 
war seems to me to lie at the Idea that 
the Fatherlund must push out to find 
room for her children. While her In¬ 
tensive cultivation is high, and prac¬ 
tically two-thirds of the noil Is arable 
land, (Jerifiahy still Imports grain to | 
the extent of over five millions of tons ! 
every y* ar to supply tho deficiency 
I which she feels. 

"This source of supply, by sea at 
any rate, Is now Qut ofT.. It Is Incon- 
"ceivable that B.rltaln will allow' Ger¬ 
many’s ships to approach from the 
North Sea to bring food, and of course 
ller annual Importation frotn' Russia is 
now taken from her. Nor will Aus¬ 
tria, which is a highly productive c*r- 
eal country, be able to lend much aid 
considering that she herself appears 
likely to be Involved in u long and 
terrible campaign In which her na¬ 
tional lift is endangered. 

"Taking all these things Into con¬ 
sideration, It does not seem possible to 
me that Germany can hold out for 
more than a few months. The Kaiser’s 
war-madness has tnvn\vcd her to such 
an t xtent that she .must either gain 
jail or lose practically everything, and, 


tain's glory has be 
small fleets over great ones. They as¬ 
sert this, not to claim that there is any 
advantage In being outnumbered, hut 
to show that the Iksup Is ah open one. 

As to the superiority of French gun^ 
over German ones, they say that Ger¬

and at twenty he entered his father’s 
banking house. 

The firm of \V. M. Warburg A com¬ 
pany is one of the oldest and most 
celebrated of German banking houses. 

It was established In 179H by the great¬ 
grandfather of Paul M. Warburg, and 
was continued by his sons and grand¬ 
sons. Puul Warburg served but a 
brief apprenticeship there, and then 
proceeded to England, where he spent 
a year studying London financial 
methods ami practice*. In 1891 he 
carried on similar studies in France, 
and then made a tour of the earth, 
paying his first visit to the United 
Statgfr 

Having completed his education, Mr. 
Warburg became a partner In the fam¬ 
ily banking house, and also served for 
a time a« a member of the municipal 
council of his native city. 

It was in 1902 that Mr. Warburg 
landed in New York and became a 
partner in tho great banking house of 
Kuhn, Loeb & company. Ho ha.s since 
become the most influential member 
of that firm, and one of the powers of j 
the financial world. In 1906 he pub- j 
lished "Defects and Weeds of Our 
Banking System,” and similar essays 
followed and were widely read and 
discussed. For many years he has 
been a leader In the campaign for 
banking and currency reform through 
a concentration of reserves, and the 
creation of discount markets, lie 
helped to found the national child 
labor committee, and other philan¬ 
thropic organizations have enlisted his 
Interest. Last year he was the re¬ 
cipient of the Order of the Crown from 
the kaiser.

in the city. The regulations of which 
the public is hereby made aware are 
exceedingly Important and well worth 
reviewing. The summary follows: — 

The Militia Act of Canada regulates 
the department of militia and works 
for the defence of Canada. I’nder this 
last head the officer commanding in 
any locality whenever an emergency 
exists may enter und occupy with 
troops any building or land and use or 
destroy the buildings, food crop or 
live stock required for military pur¬ 
poses. 

All male British subjects, Inhabi¬ 
tants of < ’an.ida, 18 years of age and 
upwards, and under 60 (with a few ex¬ 
emptions) are liable to service in the 
militia. Should it be necessary, all 
male inhabitants of Canada (whether 
British subjects or not) may be re¬ 
quired to serve In the case of a levee 
en masse. 

The tlrst class which would be' called 
upon to serve ure all those of 18 and 
upwards but under 30, who are un¬ 
married or widowers without children. 

The second class comprises the un¬ 
married men or widowers without chil¬ 
dren of 30 and upwards, but under 45. 

The third class includes all of 18 
and upwards but under 45, who are 
married or are widowers with children. 

The fourth class comprises all be¬ 
tween 45 and 60. 

When men are required to organize 
or complete a corps, at any time, 
either fur training or for an emerg¬ 
ency. and enough men do not volun¬ 
teer to complete the quota required, 
the men liable to serve shall be draft¬ 
ed by ballot. 

Provisions are made in the act for 
billeting of the militia, and compuls¬ 
orily requiring railways, steamships, 
carriages, or pack animals to be placed 
at the service of the government, for 
the purpose of transport, or *the gov¬ 
ernment may on an emergency take 
possession of railways. 

The militia, when called out. is gov¬ 
erned by the Army act and the King's 
regulations, and is subject to trial by 
courts martial and not by the civic 
courts. Courts martial also have Jur¬ 
isdiction over any person being a citi¬ 
zen or subject of any foreign state at 
peace with Canada, who commits any 
act of hostility within Canada, or en¬ 
ters Canada with intent to levy war 
against the king.
